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PREFACE 


Indexing a series of ret^ords is a long-drawn-out and tedious process, 
but tli(5 indexer is siistainf^l by the knowledge t hat his work will be of service 
to, and his tenacity blessed by. futun^ generations of administrators and scho¬ 
lars, who will have oe(*asion to <-onsiilt his volume*. A mod<*rn index can be 
compared to a city’s local Dirc^ctoiy which helps to locate the desired informa¬ 
tion in a huge mass of records. Viewed from this stnnd-j)oint, the necessity 
for, and the value of, a good and <*xhausfive index to tin* recrords for purposes 
of search can hardly lx* (pi(*stioncMl. 

The records of the (lovta iiment of India, have* maniiseript indexess which 
were jirepared contempO!*iine<»iisly with the records, but. t hey are cpiite diflfei’ent 
from modern subject indexes, being in reality only diarie,s ol' reconls aiTaiigod 
under a few general beads and, as su<th, an* of little ludp in facilitating the work 
of a. gnnving number of investigatoj‘s. Moreover, inadequate as they ai’o, 
thi'-y are not. continuous, nor do t;he,>- eovea* all sta'ies oi‘ records. Again, tht? 
manuscript index has only one eo}»y and the rescuirch scholar, wlien he 
asks for it, often finds himself forestti I led. TheGovennnent of India, in order to 
solve these problems, adopted in 192H a scheme for pn;paring modern iiulexes 
for th(^ ])re-l.S59 records in the ciistwly of the National Archives of India. 
The Avork (;oiild not be started iinmediattjly as it was decidcnl to tjomplete 
lir.st the classifi(‘ation of these same records—a work whi(jh had bt^tai undertaken 
on the recommendation of the Indian Historixial Reconls CN>mmisRion. Early 
in 104(1 the classification was cotnpleUtfl and the inflexing, so long deferred, 
was taken up. This was a new vcaiture and it was considered advisable tf) 
prepare specimen indexi?s to a small series—the Land Revenue Records, 
1830-50—by way of exf)eriment. Acconlingly, two volumes of indtixes were 
preparecl on lines approved by the Indian Historical Records domraission and 
pulilished in 1940 and 1942 respectively. The r‘esuJt proved very satisfactory, 
ami the utility of (he modern system of indexing recoixls was established 
beyond doubt. It was then decided to take uj) the indeixing of the records 
ot the la.te Eonugii and PoJiti/al Department, d^lui [U'cscnt volume which 
c<)vei*.s the period 1766-1780 is the first in that series. It was begun during the 
Directorship of Dr S. N. Sen but could not, on account of the long period 
covered, be eompletefl till this year. It is hoped that it will fulfil the 
expectations cif the sponsors of the scheme ami furnish its rea<lers with all the 
help Avhich the earlier l.iaud Revenm*. Records Indexes had led them to expect. 
A feAv defects are inevitable, but it may be noted that, when we started, 
we were still in the experimental stage. We hoj)e to impn)ve and it shall 
be our earnest endeavour ])ublish tlie volumes in this series nigularly and 
at short intervals.

INTRODUCTION 


The present volume covers the following records series for the periods 
noted against each: 

1. Select (’ommittce (1756-62 ; 1765-74) 

II, Secret and SeparaUi Department (1761-62 ; 1773-74) 

III. Secret Department (1763-65 ; 1768-80) 

IV. Secret Department of Inspection (1770; 1778) 

Siraj-ud-Daiilah's capture of (.‘alcutta was foliowt^d by the eseapt^ of 
(lovernor Drake and most of the members of the Bengal Council t.o Falta on 
20 June 1756. There tht^ (Jouncnl continiuMl to meet on Ijoard thc». Fort WiUiam. 
Towards the middle of August, however, finding it difficult to preserve any 
secrecy as to their intentions”, they ap|M>inttxl a Se<5T*et Committee. The 
first meeting of this Committee was hold on 22 August 1756 on board the 
Phoenix and the last consultation is dated 10 December of the same year. 
Theur functions wen^ taken ovei* by a S<?Io<‘4- (knnmittee nominated by the 
Court of Directors in theii* letter datt3<l I I February 1756 which was received 
in Calcutta on 12 Dcjcernbei* 1756. This Select Committee was directed “ to 
transact affaii's with the country Grovernment and neighbouring powers, also 
with Ye French, Dutch and other Euro|>eans, and in general to take such 
measures as shall best conduce to the pr<»tection and preservation of the Com¬ 
pany’s estate, rights and privileges in Bengal.”(^) 

The recjords of th(3 Falta Secret (V>mmittec5, though not strictly Ix^longing 
to the Select Committee, are grouped under tlie latter. 

The Select (k)mraittec records are not (continuous. One group of 
records (1756-62) practically covers the jjeriod of the Seven Years* War. An¬ 
other group is from May 1765 to October 1774, wdien the Select Committee 
was dissolved. 

Tlie Select C\)mmittee Procetedings are ccontained in 24 original consulta¬ 
tions and 26 folio volumes. Included within these are two folio volumes of 
letters from the Court of Directors or their Secret (Committee, 1756-71, three 
folio volumes of letters issued during 1765, 1767 and 1768, a folio vt>lume of 
letters recceived between December 1771 and Novt^ralKcr 1772 and another of 
miscellaneous letters for 1768. 

The records of the Select Committee present an excellent narrative of 
the military and political situation in India of that time. Some yf the more 
interesting items mentioned in the index are—the deception practised on 
Omichand; the treaty with Mii: Qasim ; the farman for the Diwani of Bengal, 
Bihar and Orissa; the treaty vdth Nizam Ali Khan; the Maratha occniptition 
of Delhi; and the politics of Shuja-ud-Daulah. 

The Secret Department waa created by the Board of Fovt William in 
December 1763 but there was a break for a short period from May 1765 to

August 1768 <luring uJiicrJi tlie Select Committee took over its functions. The 
Secret Department was reconstituted in that year and was at first only a 
brancli of the Public Deiiartment, being created in order to take over some 
of the latter’s increasing responsibilities. It fleaJt \^'ith military affairs, all 
transactions with the country Govcuiiment, with Madras and Bombay, with 
the British Residents, with foreign powers—^in shoy t, political matters generally 
as opposed to trade, revenue etc., and secret matters wliieh did not come under 
the purview of the; Select Committee. It was not organized as a Wiparate 
Department with its own Secretary and staff until 2i) years later. 

Som(‘ of tlie t hief subjects covered by the Seemt Dejmrtment records 
are (a) circumstances leading to the battle of Bnxar ; (b) dismissal of Muhammad 
Riza Klian and Shitab Rai; (c) Hastings’ early administrative reforms ; 
(d) expedition against (boch Behar ; (e) cession of Kora and Allaliabad to the 
Nawal) Vazir: (f) the Rohilla. War; (g) mission to Bhutan and Tibet; (h) Nand 
Kumar's accusations against Hastings.; (i) war with the Poona Darbar \ (j) 
relations with the Nawab of Arcot; (k) clashes with the Prench factories in 
Bengal ; and (1) the constant friction lK*twnen Warren Hastings and Philip 
Francis. 

The Secret and Separatt^ Depai tinent w as created in 1761 in order to 
deal with certain (exceptional questions as they arose, and, therefore, its records 
are not continuous. Some of the cpiestions discussed are the mis-conduct of 
Rameharan Rai, tlu; maladministration of Shitab Rai, and the black-mar¬ 
keting of ri(5e duiing the famine by Muhammad Riza Khan. 

The Siicret Department of Inspection was constituted in 1766 by Clive 
for suppi’essiug abuses among the Company’s servants and curtailing un¬ 
necessary expenses in the civil and military establishments. Two documents 
of 1770 and one of 1778 are the only records of this Department wdiich fall 
within the period covered by this Index. 

In translitejatiiig Indian place-names tiie Ittvperlal Gazetteer of India 
and the Provincial Gazetteers liavc^ been mainly followed. When, however, 
a particular name was not available in the gazetteers, the Century Atlas spelling 
has l)een accepted. Oriental w'ords have generally been transliterated accord¬ 
ing to Wilson’s Glmsary of Judicial and Revenue Terms. They have been 
printed in italics, as also the names of ships, new^spapers and books. 

The references cited after the entries are to the series, the date, the 
month, the year and the number of the original consultation in that order. 
For exani})le, 8 1 Jan. 76(1) indicates Secret Department, 1st January, 1776, 
Consultation No. 1. When only the series and the year are given, the figure 
within tlic brackets indicates the page number of the volume, and when dupli¬ 
cate volumes exist, the volume number is printed in bold Arabic numerals and 
then follow’s the page number of that volume e.g. SC 70(2) stands for Select 
Committee, 1770, page 2, and 8C 68(8, 1 >, 10, 12) stands for Select Committee, 
1768, volume* number 8, ^mge 9, and volume number 10, page 12. 

The*, headings have been arranged alphabetically and the entries imder 
them chronologically. But (chronological ordei* has been broken, w’hen neces¬ 
sary, to bring analogous subjects together. The years cited after the names 
of persons indicate merely the years in which those persons are mentioned 
in the records indexed. 

When there are too luany entries under a heading they have been grouped 
under suitable sub-headings arranged alphabetically. In the same way aub-
